WASHINGTON, June 17.-- With 
practically all official and unoffictal 
reports today indicating that the 
Austrian drive in Italy has been en- 
tirely checked by the re-organized 
Iialian army and the British and! 
French units supporting it, officers 
here discussed the situation with an 


increasing air of optimism, | 


In some quarters it is believed that 
these operations may have a decided 
effect on the situation on the western! 
front. There is a strong feeling that 
if the Austrian drive breaks down, the 
Italians -will launch a counter-offen- 
sive on a large scale. In that event, 
officials are certain that Germany 
would rush divisions of its troops to 
aid its ally because of the effect an 
Italian success would have upon the 
already turbulent internal situation 
in Austria. 

Some officers are confident that the 
lack of s4ccess for the Austrians now 
disclosed already has resulted in a 
shifting of the German forces on the 
western front in preparation to rush! 
divisions to the Italian front to prop 
ip weak spots in case of a counter- 
lrive. Certainly German reserves 
must be held for that service, it was 
argued, as the disorganization result-| 
ng from the failure of an attempted | 
irive to get through is almost as 
demoralizing to an army as an enemy 
ndvance, 


Will Be Kept Out of Fighting 

While there is not any doubt in the 
mind of the German leaders as to the 
progress of events in Italy, a con- 
siderable force of German shock 
troops probably will be kept out of the 
western front fighting and held at 
points in Germany, where they can 
be hastened to Italy if needed. Some 
officers hold that the lull in the west 
may be due, in part at least, to the 
fact that the Germans feel it neces- 
sary to await developments in Italy. 

In connection with the Italian situa- 
tion, Secretary Baker stated today 
that no American fighting units are 
in that region. American medical 
detachments have been in Italy for 
some time and some American avia- 
tors have been in training there. The 
war secretary recently stated, how 
ever, that American troops are to be 


sent to the Italian front but for mili-| 


tary reasons the plan for the expedi- 

tion has not been disclosed, 
Persistent rumors that Major-Gen- 

eral Leonard Wood was slated to com- 


mand the expedition to Italy have 
been current ever since that officer 
was detached from his division just 


before it sailed for France. The fact 
that General Wood has been regularly 
assigned as commander at Camp Fun- 
ston is not believed to have any bear- 
ing on his ultimate duty, as there are 
indications that he is under considera- 
tion for more important service,

407 VESSELS 
SUNK BY SUBS. 
ARE SALVAGED 


Number Raised Increases Owing! 


to Improved Methods—Some 
Remarkable Feats 


LONDON, June 17,—KFrom. Jany- 
ary, 1916};>to the end of May, 1918, 
407 ships sunk by the Germans in 
British waters have been salvaged, 
according to details of the work of 
the admiralty salvage department 
made public to the press today. 

Up to December, 1917, 260 ships 
were recovered, In the present year 
to the end of May, 147 have been sal- 
vaged, the increase being due to im- 
proved methods and not to the great- 
ev activity of U-boats, 

Among the difficulties encountered 
has been the emission of poisonous 
gasses from the rotting cargoes 
sunken vessels which sometimes have 
caused the loss of lives. One salvage 
ship was torpedoed while working on 
a wreck, while sometimes.the work 
of weeks is destroyed by the rough 
sea. Feats performed by the salvage 
department include the raising of a 
large collier sunk in 12 fathoms of 
water and involving a dead lift of 
3,500 tons. Another was raised 15

and that they are still reducing the | 


number of his U-boats. The respon- 
sible head of the British navy 1s 
not likely to make such a state- 
ment without having solid reasons 
for his conclusion, *‘The menace 
has not been abolished, and is still 
serious, but it is at least declared 
on the highest authority that if ts 
less serious than it was, and is be- 
ing made still less serious as time 
passes. The U-boat cannot starve 
the Allies. Only the failure of pro- 
duction on this continent can do 
that now. The real ‘‘menace,’’ if 
such there is, so far as food is con- 
cerned, is not now on the sea, but 
on the farms of Canada and the 
United States. 


The Only Way. 

The Bolsheviki are sending out 
wireless dispatches saying that the 
Jermans are starting ‘‘a new 
movement eastward in Ukraine,”’ 
and that the Soviet representative 
in Berlin has been instructed to 
‘‘eomplain’’ about it. The news is 
likely true, though the Germans 
were reported a month ago to have 
got as far ‘‘eastward in Ukraine’’ 
as they could go without going be- 
yond it. But what object, other 
than gratifying curiosity, can he 
in the minds of the Bolsheviki in 
announcing the fact to the world 
is not apparent. The Allied nations 
are in just about as good a posi- 
tion to stop the march of the Huns 
through Ukraine as the Soviet re- 
presentative in Berlin, If Trotzky 
and his friends do not approve of 
the new movement of the Germans 
“eastward in  Ukraine’’ they 
should go out and kill them off. 
A Laymen’s Movement, 

The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian chureh has been dis- 
cussing a proposal that laymen be 
made eligible for election to the 
position of moderator, A somewhat 
corresponding sentiment appear- 
ed during the recent Methodist 
conference held in this city, when 
a recommendation was sent to 
general conference proposing that 
a financial department of the 
church be ereated, and put under 
direction of a business man, The 
laymen’s section of the Manitoba 
conference has shown an_ out- 
cropping of the same spirit by 
passing a resolution demanding 
that laymen be made eligible for 
election as president of the confer- 
ence. The inference seems to be 
that the laymen of these denomin- 
ations are minded to take a larger 
share in the work of the churches 
than has hitherto been available 
to them,

Failure to register on or before 
Saturday leaves one liable to a fine 
of $100, to imprisonment for a 
month, to an additional fine of $10 
per day, and to disfranchisement 
and other personal disabilities. The 
safe course is to get a card at once 
and ‘‘do it now.”’

Well Done,

Squeesing the Taxpayer. wt 


A correspondent calls atteution 
to a matter the city council should 
look into. A taxpayer, he says, who 
wishes to pay his arrears and keep 
his property out of the tax sale is 
charged the 21-2 per cent. pen- 
alty authorized at the last session 
of the legislature, plus the cost of 
jadvertising the property; while if 
property goes to sale the city will 
not demand the penalty from the 
| purchaser but will accept the ar- 
jrears plus advertising cost only. 
That surely is a misapplication of 
the law. It amounts to imposing a 
penalty on the payment of taxes, 
lin favor of non-payment. The ef- 
fect of it must be to discourage 
and prevent delinquent owners 
| paying up and keeping their pro- 
\perty, to the advantage of bargain- 
| hunters looking to pick up cheap 
|property at the tax sale. Ii the 
jpenalty is imposed against the | 
owner it should be imposed also 
against the purchaser. To demand | 
more from an owner who is trying 
to keep his property than would 
be demanded from a purchaser if 
the owner cannot pay up is a re- 
markable policy. If the city can} 
afford to show leniency to either 
party it should surely be to the 
taxpayer, who has been brought 
to the verge of bankruptey by 
civic extravagance and is now 
struggling to save both the city 
and himself from disaster, It is 
ncither just nor advisable that the 
power of the city should be used 
to force the property-owner to the 
wall and compel the sale of his 
property to some third party at a 
cut rate of 21-2 per cent.

strength, When a country is at 
war it is right and proper that 
there should be a registration not 
only of its fighting man-power, 
but of its total effective human 
force. A registration of Canada’s 
human force is to take place on 
Saturday next. Seeing that we 
have been at war for nearly four 
years, it cannot be fairly suggest- 
ed that there has been undue haste 
in making a count of the people, 
and so reckoning the fighting 
strength of the nation. But ‘‘ better 
late than never’’—assuming that 
the count is being made’ for the 
purpose of arriving at a knowl- 
edge of the country's war strength 
and of making the fullest possible 
use of it: Unfortunately, however, 
the weight of evidence indicates 
the purpose of the registration to 
be the wholesale disfranchisement 
of the rural population, rather 
than a registration of man power 
for fighting purposes. 

The policy of conscription was 
decided upon and announced more 
than a yeer ago. The Act was 
passed, and its enforcement osten- 
sibly undervaken, without a regis- 
tration having been made. The 


conscription policy was reversed — | 


from selectve to mandatory— 
and as the call under this latter 
form will have been completed be- 


fore the registration takes place, | 


it cannot be argued that conscrip- 
registra- 
tion, or that registration has any 
bearing on conscription. There be- 
ing no relation between conscrip- | 
tion and registration, there is no} 
reason why the terms and condi-| 
tions of the registration should not } 
be such as would suit the conven- 
ience of the people and be fair to} 
all concerned. | 

There have been general an-! 
nouncements made that the polling | 
divisions of the last general elec- | 
tion would govern for purposes of | 
registration. The registration | 
takes place on Saturday next, but! 
so far there has been no proclama- | 
tion of the boundaries of the re- 
gistration divisions, or statements 
as to the names or locations of the 
deputy registrars, In cities there 
is still time, before registration 
day, to give effective notice in 
these matters, but there is no time 
between now and registration day 
to give such notice effectively in 
the rural districts.
